The Secretary’s %investigation 
veals the following present status: 
The present building is inadequate in 
size and antiquated in style and ar­ 
rangement and is icr bad repair. 
A 
new building modern in style and 
equipment is absolutely necessary to 
the accomplishment of even fairly' 
good results. 
Such a building prop­ 
erly equipped will cost twenty thous­ 
and dollars. 
If we were incorporated as an inde­ 
pendent school district, or even as a 
common school district, we could is 
sue bonds to provide such a building 
and equipment as we want. 
But it 
seems that because our schools have 
been taken over by our city govern­ 
ment no bonds can be issued for ‘the 
reason that the city is already bonded 
to the limit allowed by the constitu­ 
tion. 
Under the law, any common 
school district, in c lu d in g a, town or 
village, may incorporate as an inde­ 
pendent school district; but the only 
vlay for a district, control of whose 
schools have been taken over by the 
city, to incorporate as an independ­ 
ent district is to procure a special act 
of the legislature. Our legislature 
doesn’t meet until next 
January. 
Therefore, there appears to be no way 
for us to procure a new school build- 
ing by the bonding route before the 
expiration of the scholastic year. 
It 
has been suggested that the special 
bill be prepared and presented to the 
legislature on the first day of the ses­ 
sion next January; and since nobody 


should donate that much. 
Since that 
city was also bonded to the constitu­ 
tional limit, it was decided that the 
most equitable way to raise the re­ 
quired amount was to assess each cit­ 
izen his proportional part of the to­ 
tal according to the last assessment 
rolls. 
A committee was appointed to 
make this assessment: and, though 
the payment of his assessment was a 
matter of option with every man, not 
one of the entire population kicked 
out of the traces, but every one paid 
cheerfully the sum assessed against 
him. 
By this method the 
entire 
amount would have to be contributed 
at one time; while by the bonding 
method the money would be procured 
at only 5 per cent interest and the re­ 
payment of same would be distrib­ 
uted over several years. 
Therefore, the bonding method is 
considered the better way; and it is 
hoped that sentiment will be crystal- 
ized in favor of this method by the 
time the legislature meets, so that 
there may be no dissension among us 
touching the matter. 
In advertising the advantages of 
Decatur, our Club always puts its ed 
ucational advantages first among the 
attractions set before the prospective 
citizen, and logically so, for educa­ 
tion is a matter vital to the welfare of 
every citizen. 
For this reason, too, 
no tax is paid so cheerfully as the 
school tax. 
In the support of the 
schools and the provision of good 
roads, the tax-payer sees his money 
coming back to him in a more sub­ 
stantial and tangible form than 
anv other w ay.

A silo holding IOO tons of en- 
silagecan be built for $150, and 15 
acres of land will grow enough for­ 
age to fill it, and such a silo will car­ 
ry 25 cows through a year, increaaing 
the quantity and quality of their pro­ 
duct and greatly reducing tile ifcost 
thereof. 
Third, between the hills and knobs 
on almost every farm are ideal places 
for damming up sufficient storm wa­ 
ter to irrigate several acres of the 
land lying below so as to quadruple 
their productiveness and make the 
crops thereon sure every year, re­ 
gardless of the ra in fa ll 
Fourth, by plowing at intervals of 
20 to 30 feet deep ditches around the 
hills of many farms in the county and 
filling same with 
stones, 
brush, 
stumps aud other waste, and con­ 
structing terraces on these ditches, 
underground reservoirs will be cre­ 
ated into which the surplus waters of 
the hardest rains will sink and re­ 
main for use of the crop roots 
in 
times of drouth; thus saving the hill­

Noodle Soup.—Boil a .small shank of 
beef for three hours, strain off liquor, 
return to the pot, and add salt. Make 
noodles by rubbing into one egg aa 
much flour as it will take, then roll 
out as thin as a wafer. Dust over a 
little flour and then roll. Cut off thin 
slices from the edge of the roll and 
shake out into long strips. Drop light­ 
ly into soup and let it boil for ten min­ 
utes after they are put in. 
About a 
saltspoon of salt should be added while 
mixing in the flour. 


Bread Noodles.—One egg, one table­ 
spoon of water, pinch of salt, one-half 
cup flour, or enough to thicken. Put 
a scant one-half cup of flour In a bowl 
and break into it an egg. Add water, 
stir all well together and add more 
flour until a thick dough is formed, 
then roll out to a thin sheet and let 
dry a few minutes. Dredge with a lit­ 
tle flour, roll nip and cut into broad 
strips and lay them straight to dry. 
Drop in boiling water with a pinch of 
salt and boil for twenty minutes. Drain 
In colander, put In dish, and cover with 
browned bread crumbs and a little 
butter. 
Noodles.—One egg, one-fourth tea­ 
spoon of salt, three-fourths 
cup 
of 
flour. Beat the egg, add salt, and add 
the flour to make a stiff dough—three- 
fourths of a cup is usually sufficient.

A valuable lesson for use In war 
has befen drawn by naval experts from 
the report tht the dreadnaught Dela­ 
ware, through mistake, fired at the 
repair ship Panther instead of the old 
battleship San Marcos in the ordnance 
experiments in Chesapeake recently. 
The fact that the Delaware lost its 
target and pointed Its gun at a vessel 
anchored 1,500 yards from the San 
Marcos demonstrates, it is asserted, 
that a ship in battle will not be able 
to center Its fire upon any particular 
vessel of the enemy at 
the 
great 
range at which any future combats 
will be waged, say 16,000 yards. 
However carefully a commander 
may draw his plans, they may go awry 
if he endeavors to match ship to ship 
of the opposing forces. Whenever an 
enemy’s fleet appears upon the hori­ 
zon, some experts contend, the war­ 
ships must open fire upon any and all 
of them 
The reported mistake of the 
Delaware has served to increase the 
apprehension which 
invariably 
per­ 
vades the navy department during the 
target practice period—that some se­ 
rious mishap may mar the exercises. 
W hile there have been many narrow 
escapes In th© past, there has never 
been an accident to a naval or taer- 
chant vessel through lack of precau­ 
tion or misdirected fire. The Atlantic 
fleet is now off the Chesapeake capes 
demolishing targets. 
Extraordinary 
care is being taken to see that mer­ 
chant steamers are kept out of range. 
Probably within a year the battle­ 
ship Connecticut, America’s most fa­ 
mous flagship, will surrender the ban­ 
ner of Rear-Admiral Hugo Osterhaus, 
commander in chief of the Atlantic 
fleet, to the dreadnaught Wyoming, 
which has been selected for the signal 
distinction of being flagship of the 
navy’s real force. 
The Connecticut 
was the flagship of the fleet on the fa­ 
mous cruise around the world. From 
her deck first Rear-Admiral Evans and

Rear-Admiral Sperry directed 
the course of the battleships in the un­ 
precedented voyage.
